1. The Superintendent will cause the operative officers to prepare 
and furnish him estimates of the various articles and quantities that 
will be required for their respective Departments during the period for 
which proposals are solicited, and will, from these and his own esti- 
mates, prepare for the use of bidders, schedules of the total quantities 

necessary for the Mint for the time stated.

Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 21st instant, enclosing schedule and proposals to furnish 
your Mint with supplies for the Fiscal year ending June 30, 1882, and your attention is called to 
the fact that the schedule as submitted, does not as is required show the action taken by yourself, 
nor the attestation of the operative officers. As at present advised, I am of the opinion that the bid 
of Wm. Thornton for Coal, should be accepted and a good bond taken; in case of failure on the 
part of Thornton to deliver coal of the quality called for by the contract, decline to receive the 
inferior article, and bring suit upon his bond. Either this should be done, or proposals to furnish 
coal should be advertised for again. 


Referring to the proposals of Granville B. Haines & Co. for Duck, Muslin, Ticking and 
Crash. I think it necessary that the brand of each of the above named articles should be stated. In 
your letter you state that the Messrs. Haines & Co. bid for the lowest grade of goods, as all the 
rest, and that I may be necessary to accept a better grade in the supplies of the Mint. The grade, 
and brand of goods which this firm proposes to furnish should be specified in their proposals and 
if a different quality or brand is permitted to be furnished, and at a different price from the 
contract rate. The contract would be of little use. I also desire to call your attention to the bid of 
Thomas Williams Jr. &c. for lumber which you propose to accept. The bid is indefinite, 
inasmuch as it does not state the dimensions of the several kinds of lumber to be furnished — as 
also the price of each kind. I return herewith the schedule, and inclose a copy of the Regulations 
dated January 6th date, calling your attention to article 3 in respect to the method of making and 
attesting the award which is to be there submitted to the Director for approval.

Respecting the Preparation of Schedules, Receiving Bids, and Awarding contracts for supplies to 
be furnished Mints and Assay Offices.

1. The Superintendent will cause the operative officers to prepare and furnish him 
estimates of the various articles and quantities that will be required for their respective 
Departments during the period for which proposals are solicited, and will, from these and his 
own estimates, prepare for the use of bidders, schedules of the total quantities necessary for the 
Mint for the time stated. 


2. At the hour named in the advertisement, the bids will be opened by the Superintendent, 
in the presence of the operative officers, and of such bidders as desire to be present. Proposals, to 
receive consideration, must be accompanied by a sufficient bond and samples, or such 
description of the articles as will clearly designate the kind and quantity to be delivered. 


3. The bids, after having been publicly read and registered, will be taken under 
consideration by the Superintendent and operative officers, and, after examination and 
comparison by them of the quantities and prices of the articles offered, an award in duplicate 
shall be made by the Superintendent, attested by one or more of the operative officers, to take 
effect after submission to, and approval by the Director.
